reciprocity moat prevail. 

It la true we are a great peop’e. hut 
we are not independent ol the rest of 
the world It Is trne we have a 
conatry witu nnparalled natural facil- 
ities for manutacturea and sgrlcnllnr. 
al purslt^ with n ingeniout people 
ntilizing machinery in every possible 
direction, with a territory so vast aa 
to include soli and climate adapt^M 
all the forms of food demanded 
man and beast and with mines 
yie'd many sorts of tires aa well 
the coal for their reduction. |hiR 
with these blesaings~blcaalnga (n 
abnndance — there may be a limit to 
our Industrial advance. 

Under normal conditionn two 
causes can arrest onr progress; 
viz: scarcity of labor and a loss of oor 
sgricnltoral exports. With the Im- 
migiation we have bad in snch abun- 
dant meaaure, together with onr In- 
crease in native population. It would 
seem impossible that labor should 
ever be scarce. In quantity, per- 
haps this may be trne; bnt for the 
manufactories some akill is required, 
and intelligence above the ordinary 
la neederl. Then, for each additlooal 
five or six families whole beads are 
engaged in the shops or factories, one 
farmer mnat start his plough tor their 
support, or else onr exports must be 
diminished by a correspondiug 
amount. This farmer mnat take up- 
new lands, leas prodnctlve than those 
now farmed, or else a aobdivision ol 
lands now under cultivation must 
take place. Both these steps have 
been taken. The size of farms has 
been decreased from 199 acres in i36o 
to 137 in 1890, and the nnmber of 
farms has increased a great many 
fold in this period. 

While the total acreage under cul- 
tivation has Increased rapidly. It han 
not been greatly in excess of our in- 
crease in population; so that we can- 
not expect to continue to add to our 
exports of foods ouless we start upon 
a scheme of more intense cultivation. 
It is therefore, inevitable that sooner 
or later we shall cease to control the 
lood-anppilea ol the world; and then, 
OS other contriea become Independ- 
ent npun them, or at least thall no 
longer be in a position to dictate 
terms of exchange. It la now, while 
we are strong in agricultural and In- 
dustrial exports, that we can mike 
the best terms with the other mem- 
bers in the family of nations; and It 
la now that we can accept the princi- 
ple ol economical diviaioa of labor, 
with its corallaff ti>nt looks toward 
free trade, and with its ethical In- 
junction to live and help live. — "The 
Commercial Relations ol the United

I An event which will be of great Im 
portal c.- In the development and es> 
pamlon i f the commerce of the Great 
L4ikes la the opening ol the new St 
L.awtence canal lixks. Onr readers 
will rtmember that when the United 
States government wished to bring the 
revcnuecottera "Algonquin,"* Oresh 
tm,*’ and "Onondaga” from the lakts 
to the Atlantic, to assist In the Cuban 
operations, it waa lonnd nscessary to 
cut the yeaaela In two and float them 
through the St. Lawrence locks in sec 
Now, although these little 
eraft arc only S05 feet In length, Iber 
were about so leet too long to be ad- 
mitted, the old lock being nnable t< 
accommodate a vessel over 186 leet In 
ength. The operation was not with 
rut its risks, as waa proved by an it> 
lustration yuMIshed In the Scientlfir 
Americsn ol July s. 1898, showinr 
one of the sections of the * Gresham" 
capsized In the attempt to make th 
passage. The new locks sre capabh 
of admitting vessels up to tyo leet It 
length, and the arrival recently of tb> 
“Potto Rico,” a vesrel measuring 1$' 
leet over all, at New York, alter mak 
ing a successful passage from thi 
Great Lakes, indicates that the direct 
result of the venture will be the ship- 
ment ol freight direct from the lakes 
to various points on the Atlantic sea- 
board. 

It has been! suggested that these 
improved facilities, which arc entlrcl) 
under British control, will operate to 
the naval disadvantage of this country . 
for the reason that the greater size ol 
the locks will permit a conslderabh 
aumber of the target gunboats an" 
tmaller crnlscrs ol the British navy ti> 
enter the Great Lakes, whereas by tbr 
treaty of 1814 the shipbuilding yardr 
on the lakea,arc prevented from tb> 
construction ol warships. Although 
the ezccllent relations existing and 
likely to continue between the twi 
governments render it unlikely that 
this strategic advantage wilt ever b> 
put to the teat, it Is probable that, a> 
suggested in the President’s message 
therrstrictloo to|warrhip constmetior 
on the lakes will be rtmoved by mu 
tust agreemeoL The advantage t 
shipbuilding interests on the lake 
from such a change would be consid 
crabte, for there are many smaller 
vcsaels, sucbllaa the twelve l.orxi tor 
gunboats, propsed by the|Naval Board 
which underithe new conditions could 
be built on the lakes and then bmughi 
to the seaboard through the new locks 
— Scientific American.
